Roumanians- Say They Are 
Taking With Them Every¬ 
thing of Value 


Oenevt, July 14.—Th# Roumanian 
bureau at Berne announce* that tha

Big 
ships that yr*n travel seventy to 
eighty miles an hour and powerful 
enough to crawl through anything will 
make their appearance.

Mr. Beddoe elated he bad been ntne 
years on tbs Islands, and throughout 
that Urn# had found an Increasing In¬ 
tercut In Canada. However, the senti¬ 
ment had become very much more 
marked during the war. tha New Zea- 
landera being an Intensely loyal peo¬ 
ple desirous of migration, and trade 
within the Empire.

"Overrun by Russians. Germans, 
Poles end Bolshevik!, the fate of the 
Ukraine Is worse than that of Bel- 
glum," the. Premier’s message saya 
"We also are fighting an epidemic, but 
we will kav« liberty if it takes us 
twenty years." 

General Petlura begged the Allies 
for munitions last winter foe use 
against ths Bolshevikl . but was re¬ 
fused.

HOPEFUL MINING OUTLOOK. 


This Week 


British Columbia’s mining industry prospered, 
in the year 191 m and showed an increase in value 
of output over the preceding twelve months of 
$4,772,062. While not so large as the banner year 
of 1916—an abnormal year in the history of the 
Province and the mining world generally—the 
1918 production adds promise to the future of the 
industry in British Columbia.' Many adverse con¬ 
ditions hampered operations during the period re¬ 
viewed by the Minister of Mines in his annual re¬ 
port just published. Labor troubles were remark.- 
»bly few, however, and perhaps the most serious' 
dislocation was the single-shift controversy in the 
Crows Nest field. Moreover, us soon a* the armis¬ 
tice was signed the market for what came to be 
known as "war materials’’ disappeared almost in¬ 
stantly. 

It is safe to assume, therefore, that the ab 
normal period as far as the mining industry in this 
Provineo is aoncemed, has passed. And no alarm 
need be caused bythe absence of a “war uetala" 
market. The advent of stabilized prices for metals 
and minerals should be no hindrance' to British 
Columbia. There are already healthy signs of de¬ 
velopment in several part* of the Province. Oold 
mining will very naturally come into its own again 
and, with smaller operating costs as a set-off 
•gainst stationary values, prodaetion should raa- 
terially increase. Unlike so many of the metals 
gold has not shared in the general hectic pros¬ 
perity.
